Rate  of  14.4  on  an  estimated  population  of  8,888  and  compares 
unfavourably  with  the  figure  of  12.3  for  England  and  Wales, 
and  11.0  for  the  132  smaller  towns  with  an  average  population 
of  from  25,000  to  50,000.

Attention  has  been  repeatedly  called  to  the  large  number 
of  deaths  over  65  years,  as  being  the  cause  which  tends  to  aug- 
ment our  Death-Rate  figures.  It  is  interesting  to  note  the 
figures  given  by  the  County  M.O.H.  for  1931 : —

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Seven  deaths  under  one  year  gives  an  Infantile  Mortality  of 
62.5  per  1,000  births,  against  last  year’s  figure,  112.8.  This  is 
a slight  improvement  from  last  year,  but  still  an  unsatisfactory 
figure  to  record,  when  the  rate  of  the  whole  County  (67)  and 
of  the  Smaller  Towns  (56)  is  considered.

112  Births  have  been  registered  during  the  year.  This  is 
equivalent  to  a Birth-Rate  of  12.4  on  an  estimated  population  of 
8,888.  59  were  Males  and  53  were  Females.  Of  these,  10  were 
Illegitimate — 5 Males,  5 Females.  112  Births  is  the  smallest 
number  registered  during  the  past  10  years  and  shows  a con- 
tinuance of  that  steady  decline  which  the  M.O.H.  commented 
upon  favourably  last  year,  and  is  below  the  average  (14.4)  for 
England  and  Wales. 


93  Births  have  been  notified  under  the  Notifications  of 
Births  Act.  Of  these,  64  were  notified  by  midwives  and  29  by 
doctors.

Nine  cases  have  been  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital 
during  the  year.  Of  these,  eight  were  Scarlet  Fever  and  one 
was  Diptheria. 

A.  — Cancer. 

There  are  no  special  facilities  for  the  treatment  of  Cancer, 
other  than  the  advice  given  by  their  own  private  Practitioner, 
or  being  sent  to  the  War  Memorial  Hospital,  Hexham,  or  the 
Royal  Victoria  Infirmary,  Newcastle,  to  which  institutions  they 
may  he  sent,  or  the  Dean  Street  House  (County  Hospital). 

B.  — Prevention  of  Blindness. 

No  special  treatment,  other  than  the  usual  Post-Natal 
treatment. 

C.  — Tuberculosis. 

Cases  of  Tuberculosis  are  treated  at  Wooley  Sanatorium, 
and  are  under  the  auspices  of  the  N.C.C.  A few  beds  are  at 
their  disposal  at  Dene  Street  House  Hospital  when  necessary. 

Tuberculosis. 

New  Cases  and  Mortality  during  1933. 

17  cases  of  Tuberculosis  have  been  notified  during  the  year. 
Of  these,  12  were  Pulmonary  and  five  were  Non-Pulmonary. 

Four  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  have  occurred.  Of  these, 
two  were  Males  and  two  Females.  Four  deaths  gives  a Death- 
Rate  of  .45  per  1,000  living.

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The  average  number  of  deaths  for  the  previous  ten  years 
was  nine.  Last  year  the  number  was  ten.  This  year  there  were 
four  deaths  in  the  Urban  Area. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  for  the  year  under 
review  was  four,  against  ten  last  year,  with  an  average  in  the 
past  ten  years  of  nine.  This  shows  a considerable  decline,  but 
I emphasise  that  our  high  figures  are  largely  due  to  the  housing 
conditions.  Until  these  are  satisfactorily  improved,  you  cannot 
expect  to  have  other  than  a large  Tuberculosis  Death-Rate. 
What  you  have  done  is  already  showing  results  in  your  General 
Death-Kate  and  your  Infantile  Death-Kate,  and  to  some  extent 
in  Tuberculosis,  but  a steady  progression  along  the  lines  of  the 
last  few  years  must  continue.  It  is  comparatively  useless  to 
send  a sufferer  to  a sanatorium  and  then  bring  him  back  to  the 
insanitary  and  over-crowded  conditions  from  which  he  was 
taken.  The  patient  relapses  and  is  likewise  a source  of  infection 
to  those  living  with  him  under  such  conditions.  It  has  been 
suggested  that  a proportion  of  new  houses  should  be  specially 
allocated  to  such  cases.  There  is  much  to  be  said  for  this  policy, 
but  in  a town  the  size  of  Hexham  there  are  obvious  drawbacks 
to  this  scheme.  But  not  adopting  it  renders  it  still  more  im- 
portant that  there  should  be  no  cessation  or  slowing-down  in 
your  housing  scheme.

The  War  Memorial  Hospital — This  is  supported 
by  voluntary  subscriptions.  Any  patient  who  pays 
a fee  is  received  from  the  Urban  District. 

(iii.)  Dean  Street  House — Patients  are  received  from 
the  Urban  Area.  There  is  accommodation  for 
Maternity  cases.  Others  go  to  Corbridge 
Hospital,  which  is  about  two  miles  away  and 
belongs  to  the  County.

3.  Medical  Officers  of  Health,  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

One  Medical  Officer. 


(i.)  Midwifery  and  Maternity  Services — No  Change.  Two 
District  Nurses. 

(ii.)  Institutional  Provision  for  Mothers  and  Children — - 
For  mothers— None  by  the  Urban  District  Council, 
other  than  the  County  Hospital,  Dene  Street  House ; 
for  children — the  Children’s  Nursery,  Hextol  Tee., 
where  they  have  35  to  36  cots  for  permanent  children. 


(iii.)  One  Health  Visitor,  who  acts  as  Infant  Protection 
Visitor  under  Part  i.  of  the  Act. 


Maternity  and  Child  Welfare — We  had  a visit  in  the  Autumn 
of  1930  from  Dr.  Janet  Turnbull,  of  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
who  expressed  satisfaction  throughout,  except  that  she 
suggested  that  better  premises  should  be  provided  for  the 
Infant  Welfare  Centre.  With  this  Dr.  Jackson,  the  Medical 
Officer,  agreed.  This  has  been  done  by  removing  the  Centre 
to  much  more  commodious  premises  and  making  necessary 
alterations  in  that  part  of  the  building  devoted  to  Child 
Welfare  Work. 


4.  Arrangements  for  Maternity  Beds. 

I here  repeat  the  opinion  previously  expressed  by 
Dr.  Jackson,  that  a small  Maternity  Hospital  is 
desirable,  but  do  not  advise  that  this  should  be 
provided  by  your  Council.  Voluntary  effort,  with 
assistance  from  the  Council,  is  the  better  course.  I must 
point  out  that  beds  are  available  at  Dean  Street  House.  The 
difficulty  is  to  get  the  patient  to  accept  them.  Probably,  the 
old  unwarranted  stigma  attached  to  the  workhouse  is  the 
cause,  but  more  vital  is  the  objection  to  parting  with  the 
maternity  benefit  for  this  purpose,  and  of  leaving  their  own 
homes  and  family  without  proper  care  and  supervision. 
Some  modification  and  help  along  these  lines  would  meet 
the  urgent  necessity  for  a Maternity  Home.  As  far  as  the 
poorer  element  of  society  is  concerned  in  a small  town  like 
Hexham,  more  and  better  houses  will  also  lessen  the  need 
for  such  a Home.  At  some  future  date,  this  part  of  the 
scheme  might  find  a footing  in  the  contemplated  new 
premises  for  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare.

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SURVEYOR  AND  SANITARY  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT,

Gentlemen, 

During  the  year,  the  re-surfacing  and  repairs  to  many  roads 
in  the  area  were  carried  out,  and  work  was  commenced  on  the 
improvement  of  the  Mart  Roads. 

During  the  year,  1,775  visits  have  been  made  to  various 
premises  in  the  district,  the  outcome  of  which  was  the  finding  of 
179  nuisances,  all  of  which  were  remedied,  or  since  the  end  of 
the  year  have  received  attention. 

Thirty-two  new  houses  have  been  erected  during  the  year 
by  private  enterprise. 

Water  Supply.— The  water  supply  was  well  maintained 
during  the  year,  despite  the  almost  unprecedented  drought,  there 
being  an  ample  supply  of  pure  spring  water  to  the  whole  of  the 
town. 

Sewage  Disposal.— The  district  has  an  efficient  system  of 
sewage  and  drainage,  which  has  been  well  maintained. 

Cowsheds,  Dairies  and  Milk  Shops.— I give  below  the 
number  of  premises  registered  under  the  Milk  & Dairies  Order.

Slaughter  Houses.— -The  Public  Slaughter-houses  are  in 
good  condition,  and  the  killing  and  preparing  is  carried  out 
under  proper  humane  and  hygienic  conditions. 

Workshops.— There  are  72  Workshops  on  the  register  and 
they,  generally,  have  been  found  in  a satisfactory  condition. 

Bakehouses.— Eleven  are  registered  and  the  condition  of 
these  houses  is,  generally,  good. 

House  Refuse.— The  house  refuse  has  been  collected  daily 
by  the  Council’s  employees,  and  the  area  of  collection  is 
increasing. 

Pleasure  Grounds.— Pleasure  Grounds  have  received  con- 
siderable attention.  No  new  work  has  been  carried  out. 

Infectious  Diseases  and  Disinfection.— All  premises  in 
which  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  occurred  have  been 
disinfected.
